The old man asked me to sit down, 
for he needed a listener. So I pulled up 
a chair and listened as he told me of his 
past, of the days when he went to school. 

"When I was in the fourth grade we 
had a brand new school house. The old 
one burned down the year before. Well, 
it was just a fine school. We had the new 
type of desks with ink wells and a rack 
underneath the seat to hold our books. 
The teacher's desk was right up front 
where she could watch everybody. Be- 
hind her desk and to the right stood the 
shiny, black, potbelly stove. 

"In the wintertime it wasn't uncom- 
mon for it to get 20 below zero, so us 
kids used to take turns coming to school 
early to fire up the stove. Since school 
started at eight thirty, we would have to 
get up about sunrise and walk over to 
the school house and make sure there 




was enough coal in the stove to keep us 
warm all day. 

"Miss Donovan, our teacher, would 
come about eight o'clock to make sure 
everything was ready for school and to 
plan our lessons. Then the other kids 
would start to come. 

"There were two French boys and a 
family of Norwegians --two boys and a 
girl. They always got a ride to the 
school house in a little two-seater cut- 
ter, or if it was market day, they would 
come up riding in a big bobsled pulled 
by a team of horses. The rest of us had 
to walk, it wasn't bad though. The most 
anybody had to walk was three miles; 
that was MaryBeth and Jimmy Haily. 

"Like I said, school was supposed 
to start at eight thirty, but by the time 
everybody got there and settled down, it 
came to be about 9:00. Sometimes it 
didn't get started 'til later; like the time 
Marcel and Andre got into a snowfight, 
and before you know it, we were all 
chasing each other through the snow 
drifts. Miss Donovan, being a young 


teacher and all, just 
stood there and laughed 
as she rang the bell for 
us to come in. 

"The first class of 
the day was Spelling. I 
was never much of a 
speller; MaryBeth always 
won the gold star. But in 
Arithmetic I was even 
better than some of the 
older kids. After Arith- 
metic we would work in 
our phonics books until 
it was time for lunch. 

"Miss Donovan would 
bring her skis to school, 
and we would watch her 


and some of the older kids as they 
swooped up and down the snow drifts. 

We would all laugh and giggle when we 
saw her skirt fly up as she went by. 

When she wasn't looking, we would 
sneak away and climb up on the roof so 
we could slide down the sides into the 
snow banks. But you had to be careful, 
because if you got caught, you had to sit 
facing the wall for the rest of the day. 

"In the afternoon we had Reading and 
Geography. We all liked Geography best 
of all because every year we got to make 
maps out of flour and salt; then we got 
to paint them. 

"If everyone had finished all their 
work for the day and we had been good 
for Miss Donovan, she would let us out 
of school early. But that didn't last for 
long. One day Mrs. Pritchard, the su- 
pervisor, came to school and found out 
that we had left early. Miss Donovan got 
in a whole lot of trouble. We were afraid 
that she might get fired. From then on 
when we found out that the "big lady" 
was coming to the school house, we 
would be on our best behavior so we 
could be sure that we would have Miss 
Donovan for our teacher next year. " 

I could see that my friend was get- 
ting tired, so I bid him good day and 
left him with his precious memories.

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From September, 1971, 
until June, 1975, myriads of 
events have affected the lives 
of students at Northern. 

One of the most important 
events became known as Wa- 
tergate. Under Richard M. 
Nixon, a "law and order” 
President, a series of un- 
believable events took place. 
There was the bugging of the 
Democratic headquarters, 
the cover-up, secret tapes, 
mysterious buzzes and gaps 
in the tapes, executive priv- 
ilege, perjury, laundered 
money, hush money, dirty 
tricks, expletive deleted, 
wiretapping, nonpayment of 
taxes, tens of millions of 
dollars for San Clemente and 
Florida homes, "at that point 
in time"; "inoperative, ” the 
vote to impeach, and finally 
Richard Nixon's resignation 
on August 9, 1974. 

But let us not forget Rich- 
ard Nixon's words of April, 
1973. ". . . No individual 
holding, in the past or at 
present, a position of major 
importance in the admini- 
stration should be given im- 
munity from prosecution. " 17 
months later RMN was par- 
doned by President Gerald R. 
Ford for all crimes Nixon 
committed or may have com- 
mitted President of the United 
States. 

Other political events 
happened in the last four 
years, too. Nixon went to 
China, he swamped McGov- 
ern in the 1972 presidential 
election, taking 49 states. 

At first it was thought that 


Massachusetts was out of 
step, but it was later dis- 
covered that Massachusetts 
was indeed in step and that 
the rest of the country was 
out of it. 

The "good guys" of Wa- 
tergate - The Washington 
Post, Carl Berstein, Bob 
Woodward, Richard Klein- 
dienst, Archibald Cox, Judge 
John Sirica, and Leon 
Jaworski. 

George Wallace was shot, 
Agnew resigned. Ford re- 
placed him, and when Ford 
moved up a step. Rockefeller 
replaced him. TTie oil em- 
bargo, another mideast war. 
Detente, Henry Kissinger 
with his premature, "Peace 
is at hand, " Months later the 
end of U. S. involvement in 
Viet Nam. But the war still 
rages on. Wilbur Mills and 
Fanne Foxe. 

Nixon in the Thumb (with 
all those rowdy protestors - 
"communist hippie radical 
outside agitators" screamed 
the little old ladies) - from 
Northern). Milliken reelect- 
ed governor. Ella Grasso 
elected governor in Massa- 
chusetts, the Democratic 
sweep of 1974. 

Amnesty, abortion, en- 
ergy crises, women's lib, 
E.R. A. , Solzhenitsyn, bus- 
ing for integration, the kid- 
napping of Patty Hear st, the 
SLA, and the Pentagon 
Papers. 

Other occurences, both 
local and national, interested 
Northern students. The 


teachers' strike (not starting 
school until the last day of 
September and getting out at 
the end of June), the student 
walkout at Northern, Frazier 
beating Ali, Foreman over 
Frazier, and Ali over Fore- 
man to regain the World 
Championship. Evel Knieval, 
hijacking, the earthquake in 
Managua and the student 
council donating $500 to help 
the victims. Skylab, the tun- 
nel explosion, streaking, the 
rise in teenage alcoholism, 
DST and going to school in 
the dark. A1 Kaline and Gor- 
die Howe retiring and Howe 
making a comeback in the 
WHA. Inflation and reces- 
sion, Spurgeon Harvey, com- 
pact cars, and the Tigers 
losing by one run in the fifth 
game of the playoffs. 

Concerts: such as Elton 
John, Queen, David Bowie, 
Aero smith, Bob Seeger and 
Gordon Lightfoot. Movies: 
Godfather I and II, Clock- 
work Orange, The Exorcist, 
American Grafiti, The 
Sting, Billy Jack and The 
Trial of Billy Jack. 

Happenings at Northern: 
The Compass, pocket calcul- 
ators, Graduation, Dances, 
open and closed study halls, 
assemblies, hall monitors, 
the hypnotist, magazine 
sales, music in the morning, 
WORW, the messy cafeteria, 
Mr. Ivan's book room and 
the Honors Convocation. 
Tests: the SAT, PSAT/NM 
SQT, OVIS, ACT, ACH. , 
MMPO, etc. Elections, and 
El Huegh.

Ray Holifield, better known to the stu- 
dents as the man who stands on the corner, 
was one of the few person’s who made our 
days brighter.
